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Excerpt From a Letter bv John B. Trible. ALP. 

"Recently while browsing through a small math dictionary, I chanced 
upon the word solidus for / , the oblique stroke or slash which is 
used about as often as a horizontal bar for writing fractions, and 
this oblique stroke was said to be derived from an elongated letter 

"I don’t know how I lived so long without noticing the technical 
name for this common mark, but it was all news to me and it all 
fits in neatly with scattered bits of information, dimly remembered 
from various numismatic sources, to the effect that the British 
habit of writing values in pounds, shillings, and pence as ^3 2/6 
or ^^3 2s. 6d. went back to medieval money of account which was 
based in turn on some surviving ancient Roman and Eastern Roman 
monetary values which were, of course, depreciating steadily from 
one great society to the next. The distinctive ^f or pounds sterling 
came from Latin Libra and must have once meant an actual pound of 
silver -- perhaps you know what historical period this might have 

been so, but I don’t know and I still irritate an occasional coin 
dealer by askinghim if he knows. The shilling seems to have been 
sired by the solidus, a Byzantine gold coin which came to be common- 
ly called a bezant (and in heraldry some coat s-of-arms show a small 
golden circle, or several - this "Roundel Or" was usually blazoned 
as a Bezant). Apparently, the S abbreviation for the solidus coin 
elongated somewhere along the line into the shilling’s abbreviation 
mark of / which is still called a solidus. The silver Roman 
denarius was ancestral to the silver penny and ultimately to bronze 
and copper pennies which, despite their debased metal and new names 
beginning with another letter, continued to use d. for their 
abbreviation. Cf course, the name denarius was also memorialized 
in a variety of other languages as dinar, denier, etc., for more 
recent coins in countries chiefly about the Mediterranean. Medieval 
money of account reckoned the solidus as twelve denarii just as 
later Britons figured twelve pence to the shilling. 

''Probably you’re way ahead of me on all these historical continuit- 
ies, but having even a little light on what seemed at first glance 

to be an irrational kind of notation gives me some satisfaction 
akin to solving a cryptogram. 

"Whether having all this intelligence out in the open is really good 
for the British Empire would be hard to say. A combination of 
things put the Empire into som.ething of a bind: socialists in 

government, the exhausting wars of this century, upstart colonials, 
the development by others of their own irrational mysteries and 
solidarities, and perhaps a weakening in the homeland of stern 
old rules of primogeniture. Apparently, the latter rules used to 
result in kicking out younger sons without adequate sinecures of 
estate or military or churchly rank, and this protected the estates 
from being reduced to numerous extremely small holdings, but reduced 
the youngsters to sallying forth in search of a living somewhere, 
not uncommonly by organizing "the lesser breeds" in some remote 
corner of the globe, which would in the fullness of time, somehow 
fit into the imperial mold. Some claim that this latter phase of 
incorporation into empire was as often by chance as by design.

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Excerpt From a Letter bv John B. Trible . M.D. (Cont’d) : 

But, to philosophize still more grandly, perhaps one of the reasons 
the Britishers in their heyday were so formidable globally was the 
impact of all those clung-to values of the past, those agglutinated 
relics of once obvious and commonplace transactions v«/hose more than 
half-f orgotten origins invested them with a kind of mystery and 
glamour. A people who could reckon in farthings, pence, groats, 
shillings or bob, florins, half-crowns, dollars, crowns, angels, 
sovereigns or pounds-sterling or quid, and in guineas, not to 
mention symbols of medieval money of account with roots in Byzantine 
and ancient Roman history I Such people had to be somewhat baffling 
to their competitors in less favored lands. But now it would seem 
that the decimal system is reducing all to a common mold."

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N UMIS ASIATICS INTERNATIONAL ATTRIBUTION SERVICE : 

It has been decided by the Board of Governors to inaugurate an 
"Attribution Service" to members of the organization. This service 
will be offered FREE to all members. All is asked is that you 
follow a few simple rules as outlined below. 

POSTAGE; The cost of mailing must be borne by the owner of 

the coins sent for attribution. Enclose with each 
packet stamps or cash to cover the cost of return- 
ing the coins to you. All coins will be returned 
in the same manner as they were received, i.e. 
if received insured, they will be returned insured. 
Please note the amount of insurance you desire on 
the parcel. 

LIMIT : Do not send over 6 coins in one parcel without 

prior permission. The attribution will be done in 
the spare time of members working with the Attribu- 
tion Service Chairman, Bob Tomlinson. 

CONDITION: Do not send any coins that are so heavily worn that 

there is no possible way to identify them. All 
coins sent should have at least 50% of the legends 
readable, if less than that, don’t send.’ 

AUTHENTICATICN : The Attribution Service will not attempt to rule 

on whether the coin is genuine or counterfeit. 

The service will only try to establish an identity 
of the coin for you. 

RESPONSIBILITY: NI will assume no responsibility for coins mailed., 

If you consider your coins valuable enough to be 
insured, they should be sent insured. Therefore, 
if the parcel should be lost in the mail, you can 
recover your loss. 

PERICD OF Please allow a maximum of four weeks for your 

RETENTION: coins to be returned.

•rainy day, so dig them out and send to Bob for his committee to 
work on. We don’t guarantee 100% in identification but we will 
give it our best effort as it is embarrassing to admit you have 
been stumped.

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THE PROCESSING CF CLUB COIN AND BOOK CRDERS : 

1. The club carries no inventory of coins or books. 

2. Orders for items offered each month are accumulated and placed 
on order about two weeks after the meeting each month. Depend- 
ing on the source, it can sometime take a period of days to 
months to receive the orders as some come from overseas via sea- 

mail. Some are advance ordered directly from foreign mints 
and banks. These type orders normally tend to take a longer 
period for delivery. 

3. No extras are ordered except in cases where we must deal with 
minimum quantities and the total number of orders received are 
slightly short of the minimum acceptable quantity. Therefore, 
do not depend on delaying your order for a particular item.' with 
the thought that you can get it later from the extra list pub- 
lished in the bulletin each month, 

4. A list of outstanding orders is published in the bulletin each 
month. If you have not received a particular item you ordered, 
check this outstanding order list to see if it has came in. 

5. Please make sure that your order is mailed in time to reach us 
by the deadline date for orders each month, 

6. Postage: Since about 50 % of the coins ordered by members are 
delivered directly at the meetings, mailing costs are not con- 
sidered. when figuring the members cost of each coin or set of 
coins offered. Therefore, all items are priced f„o.b. Dallas 
and the members receiving their coins by mail are charged the 
exact amount of postage required to mail their package. 

T. .The mailing of members orders is done only once each month. 

We find this the easiest method as it eliminate s extra work of 
sometimes mailing several small packages to the sam.e member 
during a month’s period. It also saves you postage. 

8. In the event an item becomes unobtainable after it has been 
offered, credit will be placed on your account. This credit 
will be refunded upon request. 


It is hoped that the above will clear up any confusion existing as 
to the way coins and books are purchased. Only through a system 
such as this can we continue to offer coins and books to the mem- 
bers at a savings. After all, most of us can wait a couple of 
months for our coins, especially if we are saving money.
